machine. No one can 
deny that for £400 or less 
you can buy a beast on which you 
can with confidence unleash a 
variety of advanced tasks-. 

From tractate to frame-grabbing. 
It has made a name for Itself In 
almost every area of advanced 
home computer application, 

Six years after Its launch, the 
Amiga continues to lead the way 
in opening new markets for home 
users, 

As the only machine offering 
affordable top specification graph- 
ics software such ds SdulpMD and 
Real 3D. it has been responsible for 
an explosion in the sort of high 
quality rendered graphics, which o 
few years ago wouldn't have been 
out qf place In a Hollywood scl-fl 
production. 

-This year will see a rapid growth 


in the 24 -bit graphics market, 
both In hardware and software, 
adding a new dimension to Amiga 
visuals. 

The advent Of graphics boards 
such as the Harlequin, covered In 
February's Issue of Amigo 
Computing, and image processing 
software like ASDG's Art 
Department Professional - which 
we r l took at next month - seem set 
to push Amiga graphics to new 
standards of excellence. 

However this high-end usage 
has a downside. Power computing 
is the key phrase for most new 
Amiga applications, and In areas 


as diverse os astronomy and medi- 
cal science the basic Amiga Is 
struggling to meet the demands 
placed on it, 

Its 7,14MHz fiBOQO CPU can no 
longer keep up with the require- 
ments of more complex modern 
software packages and number- 
crunohing tasks, and is a failing 
which, has led many users to seek 
faster processor chips, 

One way of doing this Is to sell 
your existing machine and buy an 
Amiga 3000, but It is on expensive 
solution and calls for o complete 
change of equipment. 

If you are comfortable with your 


trusty 500 or 2000 and have every- 
thing set our to your liking after the 
mega-hassle Involved In building 
up your system, switching to a new 
machine might not be as appeal- 
ing as you first thought . 

The other way out for those who 
already own an Amiga is to go for 
an accelerator board, and the last 
couple of years have seen enough 
of these developed to offer a rea- 
sonable choice. 

The boardwalk

party accelerator boards compet- 
ing for the upgraded s attention, 
ranging In price from less than £300 
to over £1 00a.

The latest chip to idn the Motorola 480x0 family Is (he 48040, and 
it promises to be to the 66030 what the 66030 was to the 66020. 

From Motorola's own technical specifications and some prelimi- 
nary tests, it is possible to lack ahead to a truly impressive leap in 
Amiga computing power, 

For the sake at comparison, try to imagine 300. 000 transistors on 
a chip. This is the number packed Into a 68030. The 66040 has 1 .2 
million of them, which Motorola engineers claim helps the chip after 
three times the 030‘s performance! 

The 66030 came with Its own on-board Memory Management 
Unit, but the 68040 goes one better with an In -built Floating Point 
Unit as well. 

This unit is designed to be compatible with 66861/48662 cade, 
but Its design is optimised to reach performance levels 10 times 
greater than the older FPUs.

It should be easy enough to 
build up a samples library using 
Hunter from either PO or commer- 
cial software. Simply ploy the 


music, re-boat immediately with 
Hunter and trawl carefully through 
the Amiga's chip memory, 

If the samples don't survive the 
warm re-boot, try a couple more 
times. If you stilt can't find them, try 
the IFF search options, 

Should you still fail to find them, 
then the samples are either not 
continually resident In chip memory 
or the software clears memory as It 
plays them, 

Whatever the reason, there's na 
point In banging your head against 
a brick wall, unless you intend to 
sample the sound it makes!

A ccardrng to Ihe Geneva 
Convention prisoners of 
war must be given a fair 
share of fhe creature comforts of 
home. Naturally, this often leads to 
a mare relaxed form of Imprison* 
men! than would be experienced 
in a normal jaH. 

A captured officer, however, has 
certain objectives lo accomplish. 
These include hampering the 
enemy at all times and attempting 
escape at every possible opportu- 
nity. 

During the Second World War 
hundreds- of Alfred troops were 
incarcerated In German prisoner of 
war camps. Probably the most 
ramous was located at Coiditz 
Castle in Saxony - an impregnable 
fortress on top of a stone hill.

O perating system up- 
grades are nothing new 
to the Amiga commu- 
nity, pyt never has one been 
greeted with the excitement and 
anticipation surrounding the 
launch of Workbench 2,0. 

And well It might, for virtually 
every aspect of the Amiga's oper- 
ating system has been vastly 
enhanced, to such an extent that 
a 2.0-based Amiga has become 
crtnost unrecognisable from Its 1 .3- 
based predecessor 
Indeed, when compared to the 
increased power and flexibility that 
Workbench 2.0 delivers, prevrous 
03 upgrades were really nothing 
more than bug fixesl 
Up until now the only people 
lucky enough to be able to tun 
Workbench 2,0 were A3000 users, 
But Commodore has announced it 
Intends to make the upgrade avail- 
able to both 2000 and 1500 users. 

Unfortunately, the news doesn't 
seem so good for A50Q owners. 

Although there Is no doubt that 
Workbench 2,0 would run on an 
A5GG - i J ve seen quite a few doing 
so - Commodore seem to believe 
that A5G0 owners don'i want 
Workbench 2.0. 

Why? An ulterior motive is 
rumoured. According to Stateside 
sources, Commodore US recently 
launched a successor to the cur- 
rent A5C0 in the shape of the A5Qa- 
Ftofessional 

It Is basically a one meg A50Q 
wlih both ECS and Workbench 2.0 
and if seems almost certain that 
the A500-P will also be made avail- 
able in this country, although 
Commodore UK still refuse to 
acknowledge its existence. 

Until it does orrive rl seems that 
A500 owners may well be (eft in the 
lurch. If you feel strongly opposed 
to this, then why not write to 
Commodore asking for Workbench 
2.D and -ECS to be mode available 
for Asoa owners? , 

No details of the upgrade pro- 
cedure were available when 
Amigo Computing went to press, 
but as with 1 .3. it will almost cer- 
tainly require you to take your 
machine to a Commodore 
approved service centre, who wrU 
caiTy out all the necessary work. 

This will Involve the fitting of the 
new 51 2K kickstarf ROM and, if you 
want to go all the way, it will also 
be possible to have the new 
Enhanced Chip Sel fitted. 

So you've finally token the 


plunge and you're now the proud 
owner of a 2.Q*based Amiga. No 
sooner do you switch on your 
machine, than the changes will 
become immediately apparent. 

Far starters, it you don't have an 
autobooting hard drive you'll see 
that the 'Insert Workbench' prompt 
has changed. Instead of the old 
familiar hand hording a disk. 
Workbench 2.0 now boasts an am 
moled display of a floppy disk 
being inserted Into a disk drive. 

However, the major changes 
don't become apparent until you 
boot up your machine, instead of 


the rather flat Workbench of aid. 
version 2,0 has been totally 
redesigned and hos a for more 
professional look and feel 

The default colours hove 
changed. Instead of the familiar 
blue, white, black and orange, the 
Amiga now defaults to o less eye- 
stralnlng grey, block, blue and 
white. 

This looks particutarty good on a 
multisync, although it does seem to 
blur into on unreadable mess on a 
TV 

Rumour has It that Commodore 
drafted in an artist's services to 


redesign Workbench, and this cer- 
tainly seems the cose The new 
Workbench features a sort of 
metallic embossed look, with all 
gadgets raised to give the whole 
affair a sort or 3D look, 

Even icons are now displayed 
within their own raised box, which 
can make selecting them some- 
what easier 

The Workbench disk Icons are 
now hetd wlltim a window that can 
be dragged about, resized and 
depth arranged Iflre any- other win- 
dow,

The enhancements offered by 
Workbench 2.0 are so numerous 
that It would be Impossible to 
document them all without tak- 
ing up considerably more space 
than we have avertable. Here's a

Guru has been laid to rest, 
Workbench 2.0 now has on 
Improved error handler that traps 
software failures before they can 
do serious damage, if a task 
does go haywire you con now 
choose to kill It and then start 
working again. 

FAST FILE SYSTEM Previously 
restricted to Just hard drives, the 
s Fast Fife System has now been 
moved across to floppies. 
Reading and writing to floppies Is 
now noticeably faster, 

AJ3EXX; William Howe's acclaim- 
ed Interprocess communications 
language greatly enhances the 
Amiga's multitasking facilities to 
allow applications to communi- 
cate with each other. Data can 
be shared and applications can 
even control other applications 
currently running. 

UTILITIES: Quite a few changes 
hove been made within the 
Workbench Utilities drawer. For 
starters, the NotePad has finally 
been killed off. 

In its place are two new utilities 
- Display, an IFF picture viewer 
and Commodities Exchange, a 


mouse and keyboard ©vent con- 
troller. 

in addition, there are q num- 
ber of tools f hat take advantage 
of Commodities Exchange 
Including AutoPdint. which auto- 
matically activates windows as 
the mouse pointer passes over 
them, and Blanker - a screen 
blanker. 

Extras: The Amiga Extras dfcsk 
has also changed o bit. One of 
the most Important additions Is 
an atl-new Scon editor, IconEcWt 
which is a vast Improvement over 
Commodore's tost effort, 

The new editor has been com- 
pletely rewritten and includes 
many DPcJnt-fte drawer toots or 
the easy creation of good look- 
ing toons, 

You can also toad and save 
Icons as IFF brush files, so you're 
not just limited to the tools that 
IconEcSt provldes- 

One very nice feature of 
FccmEoHt Is that you can load 
existing Icons simply by dragging 
them over the toonEdlf window, 
Using a new self-notification facu- 
lty. iconEdlf will then load the 
Icon in ready far ©dffing.

Compatibility Is very high, 
Inevitably though, some pro- 
grams don't Ilk© the new OS, 
These are generally older ones 
written bock In the days of 1 .2.

Amang the new screen

to touch it If you wish a program to 
be executed during start-up, 

Instead, Workbench 2,0 has an 
oS-new WBStapfUp drawer that is a 
little like the Auto folder on an SI, if 
a program Is dropped Into this 
drawer If will be executed auto- 
matically during start-up. 

One of the main problems of the 
dd Workbench was that you could 
only see those files and directories 
that had their own Icons - ,|nfa 
files 

The same Is true to a certain 
extent, but it's now possible to 
reveal all those hidden files. By 
selecting Show AH Files from the pull 
down menus, the Amigo will create 
cans for oil files that don't already 
have them, 

In this way it's even possible to 
view the contents of the C direc- 
tory from Workbench, 

In true Mac-fashion, you're not 
Just restricted to viewing icons from 
Workbench. You can now see the 
contents of a directory as a list of 
files. Like their icon-based counter- 
parts,. you select them by clicking 
on the appropriate filename 

Quite a few features have been 
Imported from the Mac. in paticu- 
Jar, the multiple selection of Icons, 
Vou can now drag a rectangle 
around a group of Icons to select 
thorn oil 

they can then by moved about 
en mass by holding down the shift 
key, 

Most programs within Work- 
bench 2,0 have been upgraded, 
but none so much os the Amiga 
Preferences, instead of just a single 
Preference program, there are 
now 14 different programs, 

There ore the usual Pref pro- 
grams to corry out standard opera- 
tions such os changing the screen 
colours, editing the mouse painter 
tfiqpe and Installing a printer. Also 
a few programs take advantage of 
the new Workbench facilities... 

You con now change the sys- 
tem font to qny of your choice, 
Including proportional fonts, qnd 
even drop a pattern behind the 
Workbench and directory windows, 
Once again, very Mac-llke. 

Unlike- previous Workbench 
releases,, you can also change the 
Workbench screen mode. Includ- 
frtg the number of colours, without 
having to reboot each time. 

You can switch between high 
res and high res interlaced screen 
modes, plus a number of ECS-spe- 


cfflo productivity modes if ECS Is 
installed.

Workbench 2,0 is quite simply 
the most revolutionary thing to 
happen to the Amiga since the 
launch of the machine itself.

Developers are talking about 
what these upgrades w« Include. 
Here J s a quick rundown af what 
to expect, 

• High density drives: Rumours 
ore rife that Commodore may 
upgrade the Amiga drives to 
support high density disks capa- 
ble of storing 1,52 Mb of dato, 
Already a third party developer 
has produced a high density 
drive that they claim Is compati- 


ble with Commodore's forthcom- 
ing driver software. 

• Outline fonts: The new disk font 
library Includes facilities to scale 
bitmapped fonts automatically 
to any size, but rf Is believed that 
Commodore will eventually build 
in support for Compugraphlc 
Outline fonts like those used by 
Gold' Disk's Professional Page DTP 
program. 

• Virtual memory; This is a system 
whereby hard disk storage space 
can be treated as RAM by appli- 
cations that require more mem- 
ory than that available in the 
machine they are running on.

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T he great thing about 
Workbench is- that It gives 
every Amiga user the 
choice of oh Individual working 
environment, The degree to which 
It is user-configurable is redly only 
imlled by your programming skins, 
but even a beginner can ring the 
changes without resorting to C or 
machine codB. 

The Workbench disk you 
received with your Amigo Is 
pocked with as many utilities and 
system files as possible But very few 
owners will need to use them all, 
and a surprisingly small number are 
necessary to get a Workbench up 
and running. 

If you know which these are, and 
con mess about with startup- 
sequences, you're welt on your way 
to a fully customised system disk. 

Demolition job 

First, take a copy of your original 
Workbench disk anal prepare to 
hack ft down to size. Vou will need 
to retain the essential system files as 
detailed in the table on the next 
poge, but the rest are a matter of 
preference. 

The table also contains some 
files I'd recommend you to keep 
on the disk dnd gives brief reasons 
why. but do as you please with 
them, 

Vbu'i have noticed by now that 
I# you FORMAT o disk all you get Is 
an empty shell with a trashcon 
bearing an Icon. This is all very well 
for data disks, but won't do tf you 
want a bootable system dlsk- 
Just because you've made It 
Into an AmlgaDOS format disk 
doesn't mean it contains- any 
AmtgaDOSl 

if you started from here you will 
have to MAkEDlR as many directo- 
ries as required and then copy 
from the table the necessary flies 
Into them from □ Workbench disk. 

But starting from a full copy of 
Workbench you'll have to delete 
piles of stuff and one or two draw- 
ers Into the bargain - remember, 
you can't DELETE a directory until 5 It 
Is empty, 

The main advantage of the 
latter method i» that you can retain 
Ihe icons you need, whereas build- 
ing from scratch requires you to 
make new Icons or copy them 
across from another disk.

Icons. Both methods are time con- 
suming, but have the advantage 
of b^ing thorough and methodi- 
cal. 

If you'd rather save time. Just 
take a copy of the coverdisk and 
use extended selection - hold 
down the shift key while clicking on 
all the Icons - to discard oil the 
drawers at once. 

You will now have a bootable 
disk with some basic AmigaDOS 
ies already present, and you can 
fHI It up with the mfesslng ones os you 
go along. 

Whatever your chosen route, 
you should now have arrived at the 
point where you have a system disk 
that will ba'ot-up and load a 
Workbench, its contents, dnd 
whether or not they show up as 
icons on the Workbench screen, 
wfll depend on how you have put It 
together. 

in general only include Icons for 


executable flies such as utilities and 
drawers, It is possible to Iconise 
documents If you set the tool types

Startups for starters 

One of the great AmlgaDOS mys- 
teries for beginners is the startup- 
sequence, Vau will find this 
mythical beast in your S: directory, 
and you can bring it up on screen 
using ED SiSTARTUP-SEQUENCE 
while In CU. 

Look at It carefully, wonder at Its 
strange and exotic terms, then 
delete it. 

Yes. i did say delete it. There's no

la 
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point in going through It command 
by commend, so we'll moke one 
of our own. Just press ESC and D 
until the whole lot is gone, then 
type In the startup-sequence 
shown In the panel on the previous 
page. 

Once that's done, press ESC 
and 5 A to save the text, then sit 
back and take a close look at 
what we've constructed. 

Every time you boot up a disk, 
the first thing your Amiga looks for is 
a boot-block. If it Is a standard 
AmlgaDOS boat-block, the com- 
puter goes straight to the S direc- 
tory if It exists and executes the 
startup-sequence. 

5: startup-sequence is therefore 
the first essential file on any 
bootable AmlgaDOS disk. 

A start up -sequence is a so- 
called script file. This means If is a 
text file made up of Amiga DOS 
commands, which the Amiga inter- 
prets one line at a time ri much the 
same way as a simple SASIC pro- 
gram. 

The original Workbench startup- 
sequence is quite long, but con- 
tains many commands that are 
there merely far convenience or to 
configure the Workbench to a par- 
ticular need. 

You needn't worry about any- 
thing which falls outside your 
AmlgaDOS knowledge for the 
moment. Just add you awn lines to 
the startup as you become more 
famior wtfh the system. 

What does it mean? 

The first command I've used is SET- 
PATCH. This ten t really essential, but 
os It cures the known bugs In 
Workbench it should always be In 
your startup-sequence. 

For simplicity, l r ve just typed In 
the command, but you can alter it 
by adding >NIL: to the line. This 
redirects any output resulting from 
AmlgaDOS operations to the null 
device and saves messing up the 
CU window with spurious mes- 
sages. 

The next four lines are ECHO 
commands, which are Amiga- 
DOS’s prknrtive PRINT statement. 

Blank ECHO statements result in 
blank lines being printed to sepa- 
rate your startup messages from 
each other. Yqu can add asterisks, 
hyphens and other characters to 
construct boxes, or highlight your 
message to create reasonable 
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effects. The ADDBUFFERS com- 
mand puts aside 512 byte chunks 
of memory, which the system uses 
os a cache to speed up disk oper- 
ations. 

It works in much the same way 
as a printer buffer and will Increase 
your floppy's efficiency up to a

to use the Shell Instead of a stan- 
dard CU. The differences between 
the two will be covered later In the 
series, but for the moment you 
might as well activate ond MOUNT 
the Shell using these two com- 
mands - everything in the series 
works equally well from Shell or CU. 

The first line makes the Shell-seg 
control roijjne resident on the sys- 
tem part of the resident com- 
mands 1st under the name CU. The 
second mounts the NEWCON: 
device handler. 

The remaining lines up to LOAD- 
WB complete fairly straightforward 
tasks. SETMAP wi tie the keyboard 
down to whatever map you prefer. 
Far our purposes this is the gb or 
British mop. 

The PATH command, as dis- 
cussed East month, sets out the 
path through which AmigaDOS will 
search for a command before giv- 
ing up, I've restricted this to the 
three main areas, but you may 
need to add more once the disk 
fills out. 

Finally, tOADWB will bring up the 
Workbench screen, and ENDCU win 
close the CU window In which the 
startup-sequence was running 

You don't need to close it, of 
course, and our coverdlsk leaves 
one open for you, but it's neater if 
tt doses automatically, 

Now the moment of truth, If your 
disk has all the files rrom the table, 
and the startup-sequence has 
been saved to your S: directory, 
you should be able to boot-up from 
the disk you've Just constructed, 

If It works, congratulations on 
clearing one of the biggest obsta- 
cles facing the CU beginner. 

If It doesn't, don't despair. 
Check that the disk has a standard 
boot-black using INSTALL DFQ; 
CHECK, Then make sure you have 
all the table files and an S: directo- 
ry with startup-sequence. You will 
find the problem In one of those 
areas. 

You can now go ahead and fl 
up the disk with utilities or program 
flies. For example, If you're one of 
those people who compfle disks of 
their favourite PD stuff, you wll find 
that the sort of disk we've con- 
structed is ideal for your purposes. 

There should be about 350K free 
disk space now, and there's a lot 
more ova liable If you decide to 
skimp on some of the C directory 
emies. ENDCU.

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Review 


I f you are thinking seriously 
about fuly-fledged publishing 
power on an Amiga there ore 
really only two contenders at the 
moment, both from the other side 
of the Atlantic 

They are Professional Page 2.0 
from Gold Disk, who publish a wide 
range of professional Amiga soft- 
ware, and Pagestream 2 1 from 
Soft-Loglk who are perhaps more 
notable for their work In the ST field. 

Gold Disk's low-end DTP pack- 
age, Page&etter, has been on the 
market for years and a continual 
policy of updates has left It and Its 
big brother in a fakly usable state. 

The original version of Page- 
stream was little more than a runoff 
type application rather than a fully 
fdEftured DTP system but □ Tew dra- 
matic updates have brought It into 
the professional range. 

Pagestream 2.1 

Before you start Pagestieom you 
hove to be sure of a few things. 
How much memory do you have? 
How big Is your document going to 
be? Are you likely to need lots of 
on-screen colours? 

The reason you have to make 
these decisions, now Is because It Is 
not possible to change screen 
modes once the program is run- 
ning - slightly annoying to say the 
least, 

During the layout of a docu- 
ment you may wish to change to a 
better resolution or more cotows for 
a quick peek before getting bock 
to some serious column crunching. 
This isn't possible with Pagestteom 
Mind you. It does offer a wide 
range of screen modes. Including 
an excellent workbench mode 
where the document screen and 
menu bar overlay the Workbench - 
very handy for multi-tasking. 

Then again, these DTP packages 


use so much memory and proces- 
sor time that you would be very 
lucky to get any other substantial 
package running, No 30 rendering 
as a background task. I'm afraid. 

Memory management Is very 
important if you are running on a 
limited system and it is something 
which Pagestream doesn't handle 
awfully well. 

If you are getting near the end 
at a session and run out of memory- 
just before placing the final graph- 
ic you are In trouble. There Is no 
question of shutting down □ few 
bltplanes or anything - you just 


have to save, quit the program 
and run It again in a less demand- 
ing mode. 

Another piece of annoyance Is 
that to an Pagestream In anything 
but default mode - four colour 
Interlace - you must Initiate the 
program from the CU. 

Once up and running the pain 
begins to ease. Page creation is 
nicely handled with a host of gad- 
geted standard sizes like A4. manu- 
al, business card ond. of course, a 
custom size selector, 

Viewing the page reveals 
another wealth of options, Being 


able to view even the oddest 
shaped page at full screen size is a 
great advantage, as Is the user 
definable zoom - excellent for 
checking that those itty-bitty little 
hairlines do actually match up. 

There is no doubt that this is a lot 
more useful than the four set levels 
of magnification offered by Pro 
Page. It seems a little slower 
though, 

Templates and grids ore well 
handled. 1 particularly like the way 
that user-defined guidelines can 
be superimposed on the pdge sim- 
ply by clicking on one of the edge 
rulers. 

tt is only slightly spoiled by the 
fact that tt is seemingly Impossible 
to specify at exactly what distance 
down or across the page these 
lines will appear other than by 
means of the mouse. 

This Is a shame, because these 
ore exoctty the lines that you want 
to be as accurate as possible. If you 
are going to Judge them by eye 
with the mouse then you might as 
well lay down the whole doctrnenf 
by eye and forget about them, 

Around ■GO per cent of the over- 
age published page Is covered 
with text. Fonts must be important 
then. Pagestream is odd In that It 
uses three types of fonts - bit- 
mapped. Compugrophlc and its 
own proprietary system. 

These are quite cunning In that 
they are both outline and bitmap 
fonts simultaneously. 

At low resolution the bitmap Is 
used for speed - no more agonis- 
ing refreshes - while an outline Is 
used before the J aggies start to 
bite, 

The outlines am slightly faster 
because they contain no hints, 
which are used by scalable fonts to 
give the vectors o nudge In the 
right direction under extreme cir- 
cumstances of scale, mostly at 
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Nick Veitch brings you a clash of the desktop titans 
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sfees below 14 point, fine pure vec- 
tor approach of Soft Logik's fonts 
gives a speed Increase but slightly 
reduced quality in printing. 

Printing times are also greatly 
Increased, since the Soft loglk fonts 
must be downloaded when 
postscripting, whereas most of the 
Compugraphic range will already 
be onboard any PS printer. 

Unfortunately when it comes to 
dealing with text on screen the font 
menu is a bit of a let down. When 
Fonts/points is selected from the 
menu the selectors default to 
whatever font happens to be at 
the top of the list, 

Fair enough you might say. 


Normally yes, but the menu aTways 
defaults to this font, even when 
you hove highlighted text in a 
completely different style, size and 
typeface. 

Basically this means you have to 
have a good memory - there’s no 
other way of knowing which font Is 
which, 

The font management system is 
very effective as it can draw from 
fonts from many different drawers 
and devices simultaneously. 

It was while setting up a convo- 
luted system of font paths that I 
noticed the rather odd file 
requestors, 

They work well enough, but you 
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Hardware wear 


There is a minimum requirement 
of 1 Mb to run either at these two 
packages. In foci a solitary meg 
Is scarcely enough it you wish to 
use graphics and the Compu- 
graphic fonts. 

Unfortunately this means that 
even It you do gel a couple of 
megs slotted into the expansion 
port you will still be limited by the 
supplies of chip BAM available. 

Perhaps It is time to make that 
"fatter ' Agnus conversion This Is 
not so much a problem If you 
have a nice A3Q00 of course... 

Pro Page used to be criticised 
strongly for erratic behaviour 
when confronted by diminishing 
memory. 

Thls Is now mostly cured think 
goodness, and atthough not com- 
pletely trustworthy it Is at least as 

can't help thinking their design 
owes more to someone studying 
Mac software rather than Amiga 
products. I continue liy got mixed 
up between the ^Device' and 
'Drive' gadgets, 

An example of the v^alth of 
features offered the Pagestream 
user Is found in the styles menu. 
Twelve different styles can be 
selected for use on the text, either 
individually or In combinations. 

Another area handled extreme- 
ly wel Is Importing text and graph- 
ics. The Amiga is really the only 
professional machine in the world 
that has a universal file format that 
people actuary use. 

Pagestream handles different 
file formats using driver modules. 
There is one module for each type 
of tile supported and ones that you 
do not need can be removed from 
the directory to save mernexy. 
Usually the Import modules will 
recognise the type of file you are 
trying to Import automatically, 
reducing the entire operation to a 
few mouse clicks, 

I noticed some difficulty while 
trying to Import structured drawings 
from Pro Draw, Simple groups of 
lines seemed to transfer oil right, 
but anything tricky with multi-layer 
shading went a bit odd. 

Pagestream allow# for the seat- 
ing of Individual elements of struc- 
tured art, which con be handy Tor 
a bit of touching up, 

With all the import modules and 
the editing facilities far structured 


reliable as Pagestream which has 
also been known lo freeze up on 
occasions. 

Bath systems will run off a sin- 
gle floppy system, although 
Pagestream, which comes on four 
disks, required notably more disk 
swapping during operation lhan 
ProPag*. If can be done but It's 
not worth ft If you value your sani- 
ty- 

Show me anyone who runs one 
of these packages regularly from 
floppy and I'll show you a 40 a 
day man with no hair. It stunts 
yOu growth. 

A hard cflsk will not only save a 
lot ol wrist action but will also 
enable you to moke full use of Pro 
Page’s disk cocheing and 
Pagestream s ton! management 
system, 

clips If seems as though 
Pagestream is trying to do away 
with the need for a preprocessing 
oil packages such os Pixmate or 
The Aft Department. I can't realty 
see It happening, but the ability to 
load In TiFFs directly Is o bonus. 

I think a typical aspect of 
Pagestream to sum up on is the 
measurement system. You may 
choose between nine different 
types of unit tor cril measurements, 
rulets and grids. 

This might sound great, but some 
of the systems like didpt points 
have been more or less extinct 
since Gorton. Think about It. 

Professional Page 2.0 

There Is no doubt thgt for a long 
time Professional Page has been 
considered the only serious DTP 
package on the market, but white 
other software houses have been 
continually updating their software 
hove Gold Disk .been resting on 
their laurels a bit? 

The release of Version 2.0 was 
supposed to be a major update, so 
what exactly has changed? 

There are four major additions. 
The one which wIN make the most 
Impact on the resulting layout, 
rather than in the way the pages 
are laid out. Is the ability to rotate 
any box. 

Rotating a graphics box doesn't 
make alt that much difference - tf 
you wanted the graphics at a par- 
ticular angle this could hove been 
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Colour really counts 


While text, line drawings, slruc- 
iured art and even scanned or 
digitised photographs pan be (air- 
ly well reproduced in shades of 
grey, one of the mast important 
areas of publishing is colour. 

There are really two types - 
spot and separable colours. The 
first Is a single specific colour used 
only os a solid block, usually lo 
highlight a particular region. 

Spot colours are quite uncom- 
plicated. When printed two plates 
are used, one tot the black and 
one tor Ihe spot colour and the 
paper is inked twice. Produced In 
this way it is known as a mechani- 
cal cotour. 

Separable colours are slightly 
more tricky but they’re worth It. 
Whal happens in this case is that 
whatever colour you define is bro- 
ken down into Hie Ink primaries - 
cyan. yellow and magenta. The 
paper Is then inked three or four 
limes, one for each plate 

Why four? Inks aren't perfect A 
tun 100 per cent mixture of Ihe pri- 
maries wouldn't give a good 
black but rather a sort of dork 
mess 

It Is also rather difficult lo get 
this dark mess to match any other 
dark mess you may have pro- 
duced on the page. For this rea- 
son an extra black plate Is often 
used. 

The advantage or separable 


colours Is that you can have as 
many shades as you Like and still 
only need a couple at plates. 
Colour photographs or scans are 
only possible to reproduce in 
colour by this method. 

Both Pogeslreom and ProPage 
con handle colour exceptionally 
well. Colours can be defined 
either as BGB values or CMYK, for 
ease of translation with the more 
traditional sections Of the publish- 
ing community. 

Pagestream also offers another 
few sets of variants but ma$1 of 
them are obsolete. 

A further method of defining 
colours is using the Pontons 
Matching System, which was 
devised to facilitate maximum 
accuracy during colour reproduc- 
tion. 

II It is redly important that you 
must hove exactly Ihe right shade 
of mauvy- russet for something 
then this Is the way to do It, 

The Idea is that the ink you 
specify will appear exactly the 
same no matter which printers 
you use. 

ProPoge Is hiHy licensed to use 
PMS whereas Pogestreom sort of 
simulates ft unofflc lolly, 

All this Is very well, but you 
obviously don't get to see all at 
these wonderful colours on- 
screen. How do the programs 
cope? Well, when It comes to 


Imported bitmaps they don't. 
Neither program even attempts to 
show a colour representation, just 
black and white, although 
ProPage does sometimes have a 
go at the greys using a grey 
colour rather than just a stipple. 

Other colours are different. For 
text and graphic objects both 
programs try to simulate some sort 
of representation when running in 
the right mode. 

Fogestream does this by just 
assigning a particular screen 
colour to o whole range of 
shades. Users can alter Ihis choice 
if they wish and can even rede- 
fine the pctiette to make it easier, 
but a large area of subtle tones is 
going to disappear. tTs like trying 
to do the Mono Use as a pain! by 
numbers with only four pats of 
paint. 

ProPage attempts to get 
around this lock o# screen colour 
by shading the colours them- 
selves. This Is quite effective and 
though large areas of tones will 
be lost It gives some indication of 
whal is going on. 

You can even choose from 
three dlferrent dither modes for 
Ihe best results. It It a bit slower 
though. 

loth packages now support 
24 -bit IFF images like those pro- 
duced by some scanners, digitis- 
ers and ray-trocing software. 


achieved In most common art 
packages. 

But text at an angle Is a great 
boon, enabling the designer to 
break out of the sterile arithmeti- 
cally angular designs of horizontals 
and verticals. The most Important 
difference this makes Is the shape 
of the boxes on the page, permit- 
ting angular runarounds, 

Also of great Importance Is the 
ability to handle 24-blt graphics. 
This is not so much on extra as an 
absolute necessity. While pack- 
ages such as Olgiview 4.0. Sculpt 
4D, Real 3D and various scanners 
are churning out 24-bit Images, the 
publishing world is going to be a bit 
upset If It can’t use them, 

Scanned Images are parHeufarty 
Important since this could easily be 
the major source of artwork for an 
Amiga based publication, 

Style-tagging is really a necessi- 
ty. This is the ability to define and 
redefine the various text attributes 
of particular Items of text. 

Subheads, for Instance, can be 
defined once In o particular style „ 
and size. Thereafter instead of 
tracking down each subhead and 
changing It to a particular style 
such changes can be made gkib- 
ally, 

A similar system Is set up fgr 
paragraphs - very handy when 
their styles are mixed in the text. 

The And big addition is the inclu- 
sion of the Pantone Matching 
System, the sort of feature that 
people In the snobbish end of the 
publishing Industry demand even If 
they don't use It that much. 

Apart from the RMS. all these 
features ore also In Pagestream. so 
It's not so much a question of great 
leaps forward os just keeping up 
with the times, 

A version of the TransWltte pack- 


age, which appears In the Gold 
Disk Office bundle, has been 
altered and included. It can be run 
an Its awn ar more usefully called 
up from within ProPage to edit sec- 
tions of text, 

It Is very handy for editing sec- 


tions of text quickly - screen 
refreshes take on age when using 
Compugraphic fonts and even 
with the amazing inteiruptable 
refresh option It's nice to be able 
to see what you are typmg. 

One of the best features of 


ProPage. the font cache, has had 
a bit of a spring clean. As before, a 
requestor allows you to define the 
see of caches in chip and fast RAM 
and on any available disk. 

Even on a 1Mb machine, where 
memory is scarce, a cache of

T he Amiga Is probably the 
most popular machine 
among the computing;

How Its commanding position 
has been given a major boost with 
the release of the SpectraColor 
package by Aegis. The new pro- 
gram not only produces l-JAM pic- 
tures, but animates them os well - 
something no other paint package 
can manage. 

Previously the choice was 
between Dpaint and Its ability to 
animate, and the HAM packages. 
Photon Paint and Dfcgl-Palnt, which 
could not, 

The same key frame animation 
process employed In Dpaint Is used 
by SpectraColor. and with It a sim- 
ple animation can be put together 
in a few minutes. 

Define a brush by either cutting 
out a section of the canvas, or 
loading a bnch Image from disk. 

Click on the animation Icon of 
the control bar, select a start and 
finish position and SpectTaCoJor will 
do ol the hand work by calculating 


the position ot each frame In 
between the two. Once the calcu- 
lations are over the resultant 
sequence can be looped, plng- 


The increased palette control 
allows fot transparency, high 
reflections, fog. dithering and light- 
ing effects which can combine to 
produce some amazing effects, A 


brief glance at screen shots will 
make SpectraColor seem very 
fomlltaF to Photon fans, and indeed 
in many respects it Is. 

Most of the options and pull 


ponged, speeded up or slowed,

After g couple Of seconds your 
painter should appear with a red 
and white striped brush attached. 
This will become the floor of the 
room which will appear to stretch 
out Into the distance, 

Go back Into the brush menu 
and select Double Horiz. which will 
do exactly what It suggests. Next 
pull down the brush menu again 
and select special. When a sub 
menu appears select the TWST 
option, 

Now move the brush to the right 
hand side of the screen and click 
on the left mouse button. The out- 
line of the brush will appear, and os 
you move the pointer towards the 
centre of the screen the outline 
should start to distort. 

Once you have the shape of a

The controls are very similar to 
Dpdnt’s - and in fact those of most 
point packages. After you've read 
the tutorial you should be flying 
around the menus Ike an old mas- 
ter.

Ghostly goings on 

The floor complete, all that remains 
is the flying phantom. Ef you're real- 
ly lazy you could load the ghoul 
from the disk., but l know you 
wouldn't consider such a cheap 
trick. So we will build the beostie 
from scratch. 

To create a convincing ghoul 
we’ll hove to do a little bit of 
blending to give our spectre his 
shadowy appearance. When the 
program loads the default screen 
colours should be white on black. 

If you've altered this while exper- 
imenting, change it back to the 
original before continuing, 

The ne>ct step Is. to pud down the 
foreground menu, shown as 
FGMode on the icon bar. Select 
Blend-set to bring up the blend 
control window. 

Using the left mouse button 
draw a freehand curve in the hori- 
zontal blend gadget, but make 
sure the curve doesn't quite reach 
the top. 

Click the up^atrow or the right 
to copy the the curve Into the verti- 
cal blend pattern gadget, and 
move the dither bar at the tap of 
the screen to two.

This Is your 
chance to demonstrate real artfetic

Draw your ghost on the left 
hand side Of the screen using the 
left mouse button so that It will be 
drown with the foreground colour 
ond the new blend you' ve Just cre- 
ated. 

Once you've drawn the little 
monster press the spacebar to fill 
him in with the blend colour. All he 
needs now is a few facial features. 

To moke sure his eyes ore In the 
right spot, select the dotted line

Th© next step Is to draw o square 
using the right mouse button to 
enclose the ghost. When It's com- 
pletely surrounded release the 
mouse button and It wf be cut free 
from the canvas and should be 
floating around attached to the 
cross-hair pointer. 

Because the right button was 
used rather than the left, the back- 
ground colour replaced the ghost 
on the canvas, if the right button 
had been used the original Image 
of the ghost woijd have remained 
In place on screen. 

The final task before we animate 


is ta add more realism. Ghosts 
inhabit the etherlal plain so tend to 
be on the translucent side, so we 
must odd this feature, 

It's off to the pull downs for the 
tost time. Open the FGMode 
menu and select 
Blend-set. The famil- 
iar window will ' 
appear, at which 
point click In the mid- 
dle of the Vertical blend " 
dial. This should create a 
straight line. 

Nest dick on the Ignore gadget 
far the horizontal blend, then on 
the AVG box and move the dither 
back to zero. Hit return and your 
new parameters will be set. 

That's about It for us humans as 


the Amiga takes over to do the 
hard part. Click on the animation 
tool on the Icon bar to bring up a 
tape deck style icon bar. 

Pres the button marked with an 
F and move the pointer to the 
lower left of the screen. Directly 
underneath the ghost brush should 
be the letter F. 

When you're happy with the 
starting point of the animation 
press the left mouse button, at 
which point the FCflist frame) should 
turn to o LCIost frame). 

Mow move the ghost to the right 
of the screen and hit the button 
again. Once That's done, dick an 
the record button to reveal the 
record requestor. 

The beginning and end frames 
ore now defined leaving the 
'tween frames for SpectraCotar to 
Htnder. The re- 
questor con- 
tains all the 
f Informa- 
i tlon rela- 
tive to the 
animation. You 
may wish to 
experiment later but 
for now. rust select render. 

SpectraCoior will proceed to 
create all the 'tween frames for the 
sequence giving a percentage as 
the process is executed. When It's 
over, hit the play Icon and revel In 


you artistic genius. To stop the anh- 
motion click on the left mouse but- 
ton. It may take a few attempts but 
It will stop eventually. 

To alter the sequence click on 
the play icon with the question 
mark attached. This will bring up 
the record requestor again. Alter 
the delay to seven then highlight 
the ping pong gadget and tap an 
OK. 

Crick on ploy and gasp in 
amazement at Ghost II, the sequel 
- well perhaps not. but It does 
open up Interesting possibilities. 

It is possible ta do much more by 
adding extra features to the Indi- 
vidual frames of the sequence by 
advancing the frames one page 
■at a time, working on each in turn 
by using the frame advance icon 
on the Icon bar, 

That about sums It up far bur 
brief, but hopefully useful, tutorial 
Investigating the talents of 
SpectraColor. 

A lot of features hove not 
been explored, but most of the 
other options are easy to use 
and probably familiar to most peo- 
ple who have used a paint pack- 
age. 

I'll leave you to draw your own 
conclusions on the package's 
value for money. Personally I think 
the other programs ore In tor some 
stiff competition.

B efore I delve Info this 
month's domain, I think a 
small apology is In order.

The fault falls firmly at the feet of 
the competition, or to be precise, 
the Jack of If, ottered by the PD 
libraries In this month's disk submis- 
sions - hint, hint, 

And so to work, Do you ever get 
the urge to write fhe definitive 
novel, or perhaps a beginner's 
guide to potted plants? If so, you'll 
be in the market for a word proces- 
sor. 

The trouble is, it's omazmg how 
fort you lose the urge to put pen to 
paper, or even finger to processor, 
when youfe faced with buying a 
commercial product, that can eas- 
ly fun Into triple figures. 

A cheap alternative is desper- 
ately needed and os usual the 
Public Domain comes to your res- 
cue. 

The PD market Isn't short of alter- 
natives In the word processing 
department, but this month the 
spotlight falls on the excellent Text 
Plus V2.2E, which from now on will 
be referred to as TP. 

Prevlous versions had a Tew 
rough edges, which fortunately 
seem to have been smoothed 
down considerably in the latest 
one . If now boasts user rriendty fea- 
tures very reminiscent ot some of 
the commercial competition. 

Pogrom control revolves mostly 
around the rodent, with the f amlfar 
pull-downs giving access to pro- 
gram functions. All the essentials 
are there, ond anyone acquainted 
with the world of word processing 
will feel quite of home. The old pros 
will appreciate the keyboard short- 
cuts. 

One function not to be found an 
most of the opposition is the ability 
to Iconlfy. This will close down the 
program window and open a small 
toon on the menu bar - Ideal for 
the memory hungry mgltitasker, It 
gives Instant access to the rest of 
your Workbench environment, as 
well as freeing 42K of .valuable 
memory, 

Getting back to your text Is slm- 
pte, Click on the Icon and TP leaps 
bock into action Just as you left it. 

Vou can save In either ASCII or 
tetter format, both of which can be 
appended, loaded, saved or 
deleted from the menu bar, 

All the toad and save functions 
are new accessed through the 


new improved file requestor, that 
spits out your prose at a blistering 
rate of knots which Is equal, and In 
some cases taster, than many a 
commercial competitor, 

The biggest surprise has to be 
the Impressive range of features 
hidden In the pull-downs, There's 
block editing, find and replace, 
backup, save, goto, Justification 
and centring . 

Page and style controls, margins 
and page lengths are there, plus 
the usual options for normal, Lnder- 
lined, bold and Italic text. 

After a brief took at the print 
options | came to the conclusion 
that this Is almost certainly a com- 
mercial project that inadvertently 
wandered into the PD after a 


heavy night on the Tlpex, To com- 
plement TP, Amlganuts have also 
added Aspell, a very fast and 
effective spell checking utility, The 
pair make a powerful processing 
team, strong enough to take on 
the best in the business. 

Anyone who wants to move into 
the world of word crunching, 
would be well advised to try out TP 
ourt, before paying for a commer- 
cial alternative.

Thirdly, and most importantly 
from the user's point of view, tt has 
a strange keyboard. It's not touch 
sensitive like the early ZX models,

A lmost every computer 
musician dreams of the 
day his creation will 
appear as part of the latest soft- 
ware smash. Unfortunately for most 
of us the chances of our dreams 
turning to reality are less than likely. 

To Improve my adds far musical 
knmortality I asked one of the pros 
to provide some guide-lines on 
what it take* to make the break 
into the serious side Of Amiga 
muste. 

Tim Wright Is probably best 
known for his work with PlsygnOsls, 
having produced a variety of tunes 
and effects for many of their 
recent releases. 

Most notable is Beast II. his 
biggest project to date, ond one 
of the best musical arrangements 


yet pro m 

duced for a eommer- ^ 
cial product. 

So with Beast still tinging In my 
oars, it was off to Liverpool to meet 
the mart and face the music, 

How it aH happens 

the process of getting a commis- 
si orrstorts with a phone coll, at 
which point Tim picks a time and o 
place, and heads off to find out 
what's required. 

After the outline has been 
drawn it's time tor the bad news as 
for as the customer Is concerned - 
the cost. 

This con vary from as little as £60 
to as much £1 ^00 depending on 


Tim’s choice 


Tim initialy used a Triloglc sampler 
which he recommends as an 
excellent first step, it however 
you're a real enthusiast the 
Audio Engineer is his choice, and 


in Ns opinion the best In the busi- 
ness. 

But be warned, the Impressive 
performance Is reflected In the 
hefty price. 


* the sbe of the project, i was sur- 
prised when Tim mentioned that 
although graphic artists and pro- 
grammers receive royalties for 
J their efforts, musicians don't. 

They only receive a flat pay- 
ment, no matter how well the 
product sells - in my opinion a 
"'totally unreasonable state of 
affaire. 

Needless to say a little wrangling 
Is required, and after the hand- 
shakes and signatures it's down to 
hard graft and headaches slaving 
over a hot synth. 

The protects can vary consider- 
ably. Some may only be SFX while 
others may be a single piece of 
music. On occasions a monster 
project appears requiring every- 
thing. 

These may call for qs many as 14 
separate tunes, each of which 
must be in the customer's desired 
style. 

Tim works with Noisetracker, but 
says that's just his personal prefer- 
ence, Almost ail Soundtracker 
clones con either be converted or 
used direct by the software houses, 
so there's no need to change yeur 
allegiances just yet.. 

When the music end sound 
effects are complete It's over to 
Tim’s partner in crime. Ns younger 
brother Lee, who has re-written the 
Nqlsetrccker play routine and does 
Oil the coding for Tim's creations. 

As a result of his brother's work 
the tunes take up the absolute 


minimum of disk space - another 
very attractive feature in the eyes 
of software houses 

Squeezing a quart Into a pint 
pot Is the order of the day. Music is 
an afterthought on most projects - 
Space on the disk is often limited to 
os little as 36 to 40k. not much 
when you've got to squeeze in four 
tunes and the samples and sound 
effects, 

The maximum amount of space 
Tim has ever had to fill was only 
around 11 OK. People with extrava- 
gant tastes in the sample deport- 
ment might wel have to get used 
to cutting the odd comet! 

If Tkn doesn't use other peoples 
samples or library sounds, where 
does he get the tools of the hade? 
Obviously there's a bit of borrowing 
from CDs. records and tapes, but 
most of jpls 
material 
comes from 
another 
member of

Imagme CD quality music 
and sound effects with every new 
release - not to mention all the 
money to be mode producing It. 

A number of software houses 


are busy right now working out 
what best to transfer over to CD. 

Tim's setup Is very similar to that 
of most Amigo owners, TT>e musical 
gaps are filled with a little help from 
friends and family. 

If he con do It, maybe you can. 
too. 

So I advised Tim to keep an eye 
In the minor because we're right 
behind him... 


to prove that behind 
every great musician 
there’s a lot of mates, 
not to mention a huge 
pile of MIDI equipment 
Si dun's admirable colfeo 
tloh of keyboards regularly 
fall victim to Tim's insatiable 
desire for samples and 
sound effects. 


A foot in 


Getting your first break is the most 
difficult step in any area of the 
arts- Tim's big chance came 
through a brief career In demos. 
The release of the Puggsy demo 
led him Into the commercial mar- 
ket and the start of fits success. 

Demos are a tried and tested 
approach to fame and fortune, if 
you get your name gnd number 
on the occasional wobbly scroll 
routine it shouldn’t be long 
before you'll catch someone's 
ear, 

A more obvious approach is to 
send your work to the software 
houses themselves. It might be a 
good Idea to keep a fob an 
recent trends, but don’t dupll- 
cate a specific style - they 
already have someone who can 
do what ' s been done before . 

Originality is an obvious 
requirement, but If you wont to 
sustain your success you must be 
versatile. Lets say you were writ- 
ing a piece far 
"Psycho nutter 
mutant nlrja space 
scum" a thrash 
metal tune would 
be fine, If the 
wds mare like 
"Bambi meets 
the Wombles' 
the 

wouldn't be 
as suitable. 

Send in 
a variety 
of styles, 
and if you can put 
your masterpieces Into a 
compact play routine OH the bef- 
it not. include the Sounds 
tracker you used oh the disk, 
along with your work. 

The software houses receive a 
lot of material each week, so If 
they hove to mess about to hear 


your work they probably won't 
bother. 

Buy yourself a sampler and 
don’t Just rip sounds out of oHier 
people's work. There ore two 
moin reasons why ripping Is a 
bad Idea. Firstly If you padfculdrly 
like something everyone else wSL 
and consequently the people 
you're sending it to will hove 
heard It a hundred times before. 

Secondly using other people’s 
sounds does nothing for your indi- 
vidual style, and in this business 
standing out from the crowd Is 
everything. 

This grow-your-own approach 
applies to library samples as well 
os those ripped from games or 
demos. The samples on library 
disks have usually been played to 
death, and as a result wIN make 
your materlai appear dated. 

Last but not least, think about 
sound effects, and how they're 
made, If you get a commission 
from a software house they may 
well want you to 1 provide both 
music ond effects. Think 
about this when 
y a u ’ r e 
writing - g 
whole track 
might hove 
be 

devoted to 

If possible try 
not to use long 
oped samples, 
such os drum pat- 
terns. BuHd your own 
drum patterns, they’re 
infinitely more versatile. 

There’s nothing worse than 
hearing the same sample dron- 
ing on and on, If you do loop 
samples, add other sounds on 
occasion to break them up a lit- 
tle.

Tricks of the trade 


If you ore 0 beginner a few tech 
Ups might help make your first 
steps less painful and more pro- 
fessional. One of Tim's favourite 
effects Is modulation. Most 
Souncttrackers support it In one 
way or another and Tim uses If reg- 
ularly to produce some weird 
noises by varying the effect on a 
particular voice, 

Using a tong looping sample you 
could Intermittently switch the vol- 
ume from maximum to zero, one 
step after the next This produces a 
phasing effect, excellent Tor guitar 
sounds and creating a moody feel. 

if, for example, you have a 
sound you want to run from a Jow 
octave to g high one. take two 
samples, one at a high end of the 
scale and the other at the low. 

This is because most sounds 
espec icily, high ones can distort 
bddty. producing gll kinds of 
strange alia sing, whistling and 
phasing effects when played too 
far out of their own register. Thart’s 


why 
quality sam- 
pling keyboards often have □ 
separate sample at each octave. 
Making two samples of the same 
sound will obviously take up valu- 
able space, but this sacrifice is eas- 
ily outweighed by the Improved 
quality. 

Try to make as much use as pos- 
sible of the Amiga's stereo abilities. 
Perhaps place □ lecrd voice on 
one side, with a slightly staggered 
dying echo following on ihe other - 
simple but effective. 


Progression 

After our brief rundown of do's ond 
don "ts I asked Tim what the future 
held for Amiga music. 

"CD-ROM - CD-ROM that's 
what's next, rt's going to be great, 
it’s going to be massive. You can't 
imagine what It's going to do far 
the business.

Ytou may be an the way to build- 
ing your own state of the art digital 
studio in the back bedroom, but If 
you can't hear your creations oil 
that expensive hardware could be 
going to waste. 

With this in mind Roland have 
come up with the MA-12C or Micro 
Monitor, a compact and powerful 
monitoring system far any a would- 
be maestro needing portability 
and Instant sound. 

All in one 

the Micro Is a self contained sys- 
tem with amp. speaker, volume 
and tone controls all built Into one 
very tough and compact unit 
requiring nothing mote than a 
power paint to amplify eilher a 
mJc, instrument or line input. 

A particularly thoughtful touch is 
the Micro's ability to play all its 
inputs at once, Most systems 
require a certain amount of mixing 
before you can hear a vocal, syn- 
thesiser and tape deck simultane- 
ously 

With the Micro you slmpty set the 
Input level at source and you'll 
have an Instant mis blaring from 
the speaker, 

The only feature missing Is a 
headphone socket, which can 
come In handy when working with 
others or playing live. 

The control panel is fairly, basic 
with simple bass, treble and vol- 
ume knobs accompanying the 
off/on button on the front of the 
unit, 

One of the biggest surprises has 
to be the relatively low 10 watts 
output 

This sounds quite meagre, but 
the output volume should be more 
than enough for mast. Even erase 
range live stage work could be 
well within Its capabilities, 

The idea of live performances 
has definitely Influenced the Micro's 
design. The unit's dimensions are 
about nine inches high by see wide 
and skx deep, but it still manages to 
weigh in at five and half pounds, ft 
is all sealed in a case tough 
enough to take a direct hit from 


many a flying beer bottle- The 
sound produced is really quite 
Impressive and would win hands 
down rf compared with most home 
hl-fl units. However, when the vol- 
ume es wound up there is □ notice- 
able omounl of hiss. 

The bass end of the range Is 
Impressive When playing the low- 
est boss notes there was no sign of 
the vibration effecting the sound 
produced or the speaker tt&elf, 

So if you want to ovoid the 
expense of buying an amp. speak- 
er and maybe even a mixer, the 
MA-12 could be the solution, And If 
you ever hove the urge to tread 
the boards, and want a portable 


and reliable amplifying system the 
Micro Is ideal. Highly recommend- 
ed 

The CM-32P Is the final element 
of the DIMS handware line-up and 
the ultimate odd-on to the CM-32L 
Many of you will wonder if there is 
any point buying yel another unit 
when you already have eight syn- 
thesisers a rhythm module and a 
bank of special effects. 

However, the situation is not dis- 
similar to thal of on Amiga owner 
buying a hard drive or large RAM 
expansion. 

The Increase in abilities which 
they bring to the Amiga is very sJml- 
lar to the increased potential 


which the CM-32P brings tp the 
Roland Desktop Music System. 

The 32P Is far less flexible than 
the 32L and Initially contains fewer 
voices, with no dedicated drum 
section or special effects. However, 
the voice quality of the 32P is stun- 
ning and easily on a par wfth any 
other module or syth I've heard, 
regardless of price. 

Those who read tha review of 
the CM-32 may think my com- 
ments contradictory, when I refer 
to the higher quality of the 32P 
voices as opposed to those of the 
32L. 

This Is not the case, the 32L is an

Beautiful music 

By far the most difficult task 
involved with sound synthesis is the 
creation of the voices themselves. 
In the dark ages this would Involve 
extremely tricky editing proce- 
dures. which were certainly not 
advisable for beginners, and Invari- 
ably ended In awful results. 

A friendly alternative was des- 
perately required, and as a result 
the CMpanion and other such 
computer-based patch editors 
were bom, 

These new 
soft wore pack- 
ages revolutionised 
voice editing and produc- 
tion, bringing the sounds to life 
and providing a graphic and 
numerte picture of all the elements 
of the sounds themselves, 

Changing tones 

Let's say you have a particular 
voice In the 32L you like, but It 
needs a little more reverb and per- 
haps a touch more sustain. 

To change it. oil you have to do 
is load up the CMpanion software 
and import the voice. Add □ lithe 
more reverb by either altering the 
type of reverb used ar perhaps 
changing the parameters of the 
present one. 

To alter the sustain, enter the 
tone editor and select the partial 
or partiais of the sound you wish to 
change, These are shown as simple 
graphs which can be dragged Into 
a new shape with the mouse.

The process doesn't have to 
stop with altering current sounds,

sound structures, which it then 
elaborates to create new voices.

pounds on an upgrade which might not sofve 
my problems.

You soy she's a friend? An Archimedes owner 
who slags elf Amigos? With friends like that, 
who needs ST owners? 

The problem is, she has □ point. The Amigo 
Is stuffed with custom chips designed to lighten 
the lOOd Ot the central processor. 

The Enhanced Chip Set, as it is coifed, Is 
what to a large extent sets the Amiga apart 
from other machines. It controls animation, 
graphics, and sound, and allows the CPU to 
get on with the number-crunching. 

Great, but these chips still toddle along at 
the same speed they always have. White CPUs 
have advanced to 33MHz and beyond, the 
ECS chips die still puffing away at about SMHi, 
and this places certain limits on the elective* 
ness of an accelerator card. 

If you ore going to use the machine for 
moths-intensive applications such as CAD, 3D 
graphics, ray-tracing, and Iroctal plotting, the 
ECS chips will be used proportionally less and 
the card will have its best effect. 

If, however, you use your Amigo mostly for 
games, or applications which use, soy, Ihe blit- 
ter a great deal, you will find there’s hot quite 
the same speed increase. 

I'm assuming, however, that if you're going 
to spend lots of money on on accelerator 
card, you will be using it mainly for serious pur- 
poses, and for these I would thoroughly recom- 
mend such a purchase. 

As for memory handling, your friend might 
be referring to the need for more chip memory 
lor (aster operations involving the ECS. 

Your A2DU0 has Ihe full 1Mb of chip RAM, but 
you might be able lo upgrade this In luiure if 
Commodore or a third parly manufacturer 
were to offer o Super Agnus (2Mb of chip RAM) 
upgrade. 

She may also be pointing out the need for 
32-bit memory which lakes full advantage of 
Ihe taster processors.

MIDI devices not talking to 
each other? Jason Holborn is 
the man with the knowledge 


IDl in Itself is a fairly sim- MIDI In connector. As a result, It the coi 


pie beast, but It is sur- 
rounded by a plethora 
of complex jargon and associated 
problems that everyone using It 
must face. 

One of the areas providing the 
greatest number of headaches Is 
undoubtedly that of connecting 
up musical equipment via those 
mysterious little 5-pln DIM leads, 

OK. the theory behind MIDI net- 
works looks pretty simple, but 
putting theory Into practice can- 
prove to be somewhat more 
involved. 

As you probably already know, 
there ore basically three different 
types of MIDI connector - In. Out 
and “thru. 

Before you can start designing 
you own MO networks. It's Impor- 
tant to understand what each type 
of connector Is capable of trans- 
mitting. 

MIDI In: Receives Information 
from any MIDI device connected 
to it, This con be received from just 
about any device capable of gen*

erating MIDI information - synffas. 
Sequencers and suchlike. 


cannot transmit MIDI information 
generated by the device it Is built 
into. 

The connector is best used with 
devices that cannot be played live 

- a sound generating device that 
ck>es not have a bultMn keyboard, 
MIDI synth and sampling modules 
are good examples. 

In this way It Is possible to con- 
nect several such devices together 
In serial and control all of them 
tfom a single MIDI Out source, usu- 
ally a sequencer. 

Below are a few examples of dif- 
ferent types of MIDI network. 
Obviously It would be Impossible to 
document every variation on these 
themes, but it should be possible 
for you to build up your own net- 
work by using these three exam- 
ples as a basic framework. 

Here's a quick run-down of 
each. 

MIDI setups 

In the first example we have what 
Is undoubtedly the simplest MIDI 
network you're likely to encounter 

- a single keyboard connected to 
a computer-based sequencer via 
a MIDI Interface, 

This Is- probably the kind of setup 
most home users will have, so It 
serves as o good place to start 

Hooking up the network. Is child's 
play, As long os you remember 
that MIDI data must flow from the 
MJDf Out on the first device to the 
MIDI In on the second, you're 
unlikely to go for wrong, 

It Is Important, however, that the 
network does run In both direc- 
tions, If It doesn't, the flow of MIDI 
information wil be one way only -

This is necessary because tnc 
devices themselves ore not capa- 
ble of generating their own MIDI 
Information - Ignoring SysEx, of 
course. As a result, all you wont 
them lo do Is to read the MIDI infor- 
mation that Is meant for them and 
then pass It on to the next device 
in the network. 

Because the keyboard Is con-

can be played live from your MIDI 
keyboard. 

Two keyboards 

Last but not least, we have a rather 
more complex MIDI network con- 
taining two keyboards. 

It Is possible to connect up the 
second keyboard as you would o 
sound module, but this then ten- 
ders the keyboard Incapable of 
transmitting Its own MIDI Informa- 
tion, 

In effect, the Amiga will ontfy be 
able to receive Information from a 
single keyboard, although It can 
transmit to both. 

If you want to be able to play 
bath keyboards simultaneously 
you'll need to invest in a little 
gadget called a MIDI Merge unit, 

Merging two continuous MIDI 
data streams isn't as simple a Job 
as you may thkik, so tt will come as 
no surprise that a MIDI Merge unit 
will set you bock quite a few 
pounds - about 00 of them to be 
precise? 


MIDI Out: Allows O MIDI instru- 
ment to talk to other like-minded 
devices. Contrary to what you may 
think, this connector only transmits 
MIDI Information generated by the 
device rt is bult into, 

Even If that device is also receiv- 
ing Information via its MIDI In con- 
nector, MIDI Out will not transmit 
information generated by other 
devices, 

MIDI Thru: In complete contrast 
to the midi Out connector, this pro- 
vides an almost direct link with the

MIDI Merge units ore available 
from most music equipment stock- 
ists.

W e took a brief look lost 
month at the various 
components required 
to get your Amiga online. In this 
instalment of Amiga Computing's 
beginner's guide we contemplate 
what services are on offer at the 
end of the fine, and get one step 
nearer to accessing them. 

The Initial port of call for moat 
people venturing Into the wide 
world of comma Is a local bulletin 
board, These services are lyplcaltv 
housed on home computers and 
contain text messages and g 
library of fBes. 

The messages con be about 
any subject that the person run- 
ning the board, referred to as the 
sysop, sees fit. Similarly, the online 
flies library can span as many cate- 
gories as he has space for. 

Some boards devote themselves 
entirely to special interest groups, 
for example religious organisations 
or charities, 

Others may provide special 
closed user groups (CUQs) to cater 
for these minority interests. 

Sysop and setup 

Bulletin boards ore o labour of love 
for their operators and H Is rare for 
a charge to be rrrade for providing 
the service, 

Understandably perhaps, some 
people find It difficult to compre- 
hend why sysops tie up their com- 
puter and modem, not to mention 
hord disks and the like, just to pro- 
vide a system for other people to 
call. 

There Is no easy answer to that 
question, but more and 
more people are setting 
up boards, so there is a 
definite attraction, 

Most bulletin boards con- 
form to a uniform serial com- 
munications format, making it 
easy to switch between the many 
services available. 

The usual serial communications 
setting required to take advantage 
of GBS services is &-N-1. We will 
explain these settings In a more 
detailed look at the nuts and bolts 
of comms coming over the next 
few months, Far the moment it is 


enough to set your communica- 
tions software's serlol parameter 
settings to eight data bits, no pari- 
ty, one stop bit. You should also 
find out the maximum speed of 
your modem and set the baud 
rate accordingly, 

Most BBS In the UK cope with 
speeds from 300 baud up to 2400. 
There are some that will cope with 
much higher speeds, but most 
sysops cannot stretch their budgets 
to mega fast moderns to receive 
your call, 

ft Is worth remembering that no 
matter how fast your modem, the 
board can only respond as fast as 
the maximum speed of its modem. 

After getting me settings side of 
things organised, it is time to make 
that coll. Most good comms pack- 
ages for the Amiga Include a 
Phonebook utility, allowing num- 
bers to be stored for simple auto- 
dial access, 

It is well worth Inputting board 
details into a directory if your soft- 
ware has one, rather than Just using 
the ATD command. 

If you ore using o Phonebook for 
example, the dialler software will 
cope with numbers thot are 
engaged by pausing for o defined 
period of time and then automati- 
cally redialllng for you. 

ITs a lot less tedious than having 
to issue dial corrjmands manually 
to the modem each time until the 
line is free. 

AfTer sending the dial Instruction 
via the comms software there 
should be immediate activity In 


your modem lights. Most moderr 
modems abb have a built-in specie 
er. which allows you to track the 
progress of your call audlb y 
Hopefuiryi within a few secant 
you should be online. If you" re not 
I hen som ething simple has probo 
b!y gone ‘wrong, 

If It doesn't work straight away, 
don't get frustrated. Just check me 

'allowing . 

If your modem falls to r«poro 
to the dial Instruction, check to 
ensure 'hat the serial cable 
between the computer and the 
modem is. connected, 

If the modem lights flicker but 
you cannot hear a dialling tone, 
check that the modem it connect 
ed to the telephone socket, 

If your modem doesn’t have o 
speake r simply plug a telephone 
Into if and pick up the handset. No 
dral tone means your modem Is not 
connected t© the line. 

Should you get q dial tone and 
can hear the modem sending a 
series or beeps down the line, but 
no dialling Is taking place, it means 
mot you are on an old pulse dial 
exchange. 

Locate the dial prefix section 
within your software's modem 
setup screen and set this to ATOP, 
then try again. 

If you can dial out but not get a 
connection and simply hear the 
other modem making noises at dif- 
ferent frequencies - called carrier 
tones - you have probably set your 
speed wrongly. 

Each frequency relates to a dif- 
ferent baud rote. The modern at 
the BBS end will first try Its lowest 
speed - usually 300 baud - and 
then work Its way up to Its maxi- 
mum. Your modem wli wait until it 
recognises the tone far the baud 
rote it Is set for. 

If your modem falls to 
fetch ah to the host 
modem's carrier this means 
that It did not hear the tone 
it was waiting for. This Is usual- 
ly because the speed setting at 
your end is too high. Reduce your 
baud rate setting and try again, 

After coaxing your modem to 
talk In o cMissd manner to the BBS, 
ihings become a lot more straight- 



forward, and funi Your initial con- 
nection to any new BBS will Invari- 
ably Involve some sort of 
registration procedure. 

The BBS software will ask you a 
series of questions and your 
answers let the sysop know who 
you ore and where you are calling 
from. You will also be asked to 
select a secret password This will 
be used by you to gain access on 
all your subsequent calls, so it is 
Important that you pay attention 
to the on-screen Instructions. 

There ore a few simple tips to 
bear in mind when registering on 
any BBS. First and foremost always 
be honest! if you give false details 
everything may seem OK, but 
clever BBS packages hove a habit 
of randomly asking you to verity a 
particular detail before you ore 
granted access, What was that 
false birth date you gave again? 

Don't be personal 

The next unwritten rule, until now. Is 
never give away masses of person- 
al information. Some sysops ore just 
plain nosey. A name and address is 
fine, as Is a phone number or your 
date of birth. 

Never be tempted to give In to 
requests for credit card numbers, or 
any very personal Information that 
you would normally refuse to ted a 
stranger, Be especially wary of 
innocent questions like: "What 
other BBSs do you usb?\ 

Most people get into the bod 
habit of using the same password 
for all boards they call, Make sure 
you don't, In the unlikely event that 
a sysop is less than honest, he 
corJd start to use your accounts on 
other boards, it doesn't happen 
often, but It does happen.

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Nick Veitch gets in a 
spin over rotation tools 
and runarounds 


I FORGET who it was who 
complained about people 
who dreamt of immortality 
and vet coakt never find anything 
to do on a Sunday afternoon. I 
know what he was on about. 

There ore those who be- 
moaned the lack of a rotation tool 
In Amiga DTP packages that now, 
once they have them, will never 
use them or worse - use them too 
often. 

There are obvious uses, perhaps 
the most notable of which is the 
tease. This is a strip of texl usually 
found on the cover of the publica- 
tion, which attempts to entice the 
reactor Inside. 

Traditionally these are white on 
red and set at Ah degrees to the 
edge of the cover, bleeding off the 
edge. Vou know the sort of thing. 
Look at any cover of TV Times - 
'Win a Car", "Free Money". '101 
Winning Ways W«h. Mince" 

The rule with these is- Keep them 
short, I'm sure there is an unfortu- 
nate section of the population who 
ptways have their head at such an 
angle, but for mast people If Is 
quit© uncomfortable. 

For the same reason It's better to 
use a sans-serif font like Triumvirate 
and dung the whole thing In large 
caps. 

Another good excuse Is back- 
ground bleeds. A large tinted font 
set in the background con give 
same pages a more pleasing 
aspect. 

For some reason It ts atways a lot 
better if the text runs diagonally up 
from left to right, I'm sure there is 
som© psychologist or ergonomics 


expert working even as we speak 
on why this should be so. 

The other amazing ability that 
rotation gives you Is an angled 
runaround. The examples here 
show ways of creating an angular 
and a cuved runaround using just 
two boxes . This is how tt is done. 

For the windmill picture, create a 
text column which runs from the 
centre of the sails to the far right. 
Import the text and you will see 
that It becomes Indistinguishable 
against the background. 

Create another box with no line 
but a solid white fill. Rotate the box 
to the desired angle - S3 degrees 
In this case - and place. Luckily the 
sails ate almost at right angles so 
this is enough to give us our back- 
ground. Alternatively you could 
have masked out the graphic 
beforehand, 

Now create two more boxes. 
Make them both Impermeable 
and rotate them to fit over the sails. 
Amazingly enough all the text now 
runs In the tight place, 

A similar technique was used 
with the pool boll graphic - which 
was Incidentally created entirety In 
PtoPage - except the boxes were 
used to approximate the angle or 
the curve. 

Of course both of these exam- 
ples could have been achieved 
without rotation but It would hove 
taken an aivftjf tot more time end 
boxes. 

Some people may be wonder- 
ing why It isn't possible Just to use 
hard spaces to push the text out 
around an object, 

Well, yes, you con do that. As

long as you have some time to kill 
and you never want to edit the 
text again. 

When you start doing that your 
text stops being a sort of fluid that 
you can pour into columns and 
starts being static and unco-opera 
five. DTP is supposed to be about 
labour-saving page layout not Ad- 
ding around bunging in spaces. 

Remember that runarounds are 


also q bit hard on the eye so use 
them sparingly, 

What with aW these boxes rotat- 
ed, runarounds and suchlike peo- 
ple may find It difficult to know 
which way up the page Is sup- 
posed to be. 

So let us say F Hurra h" that we 
now have rotation and then go 
back to our consttuencles and use 
it wisely,

I read with Interest the Sexism or Salesmanship? 
article In the February 1W1 Issue of Amiga 
Comparing and would like to add my own 
views fa this debate. 

Steve Kennedy highlighted many forms of 
sexual stereotyping In his essay, but one he 
dldn f mention was the use of advertisements 
kn selling games of this kind. 

Many companies are guiify of showing 
scantily-clad females on the packaging and 
while they're all very well as g selling point. It 
often cfcgusts the average computer user. 

Perhaps the most notorious advertisements 
to appear In the fast few years wore Game 
Over and Psycho Pig uxb by Ocean and US 
Gold respectively. 

The former caused an outcry because It 
depicted the entire chest of a beautiful young 
woman wearing a transparent bra. Needles 
to say, Ocean changed this due to popular 
opinion, but some believed the damage had 
already been done. 

With Psycho Pigs, the advertisers went one 
step further by employing a model to pose for 
them. This brought back memories of Palaces 
two best setllng Barbarian ffites, w.h«ch relied on 





the charms of top model Marla Whittaker 
splashed all over the cover to arouse public 
interest. 

In the sequel It did not seem as bad, since 
both the male and female characters could 
be played ir desired and at least the picture 
went well with the gome, 

If anyone had doubts about her clothes - 
or lack of them - these were Quashed at the 
sight of the barbarian standing nearby 

However this does raise an interesting ques- 
tlon. Is ft all right to show a semi-nude female <f 
on the same artwork there Is a musciemian In 
the same state of undress? 

Another company worthy of mention is 
Hewson, creator of Astaroth, The official art- 
work of the Angel of Death showed her entire- 
ly naked, yet with enough changes to 
convince any buyer that the being was In fact 
an alien and not a woman. Few people com- 
plained. 

This brings me to my second question. How 
can companies evade the issue by designing 
nude aliens when they still hold the temple 
farm? 

Hewson accomplished this feat again with 
Storm Lord, o gome which Involved rescuing 
naked fairies. There was little complaint to this, 
and Indeed oil the male reviewers enjoyed 
themselves Immensely 

I hove yet to see a woman review one of 
these games. I'm sure she would rate it differ- 
ently to her mole counterparts! 

To a lesser extent, the Clnemaware games 
sometimes use pornographic material. The 
end screens In Defender of the Crown, rescu- 
ing of the Emperor's daughter In Lords of the 
Rising Sun and the zombie slaves (as well as 
Jane Bornstaff) In Rocket Ranger could be 
accused of going too far.

Titles such as Escape from Singe's Castle by 
SulBvan Bluth show that programmers are will- 
ing to invent new scenarios. Al too often they 
Just release yet another title with the boring 
storyline of 'save the girl from the villain', 

I rn becoming very tired with this, especially 
as many of the games I design would do os 
well, if not better. 

To sum up, I suggest companies cut down 
on their advertisements with pornographic 
stereotypes as ft wfl be for their own good In 
the long run. 

The young may think fhls stuff is a lough 
now, but what will they think after getting 
married and having children? 

Will they want to see their sons buying 
Barbarian, Game Over and Vixen type games 
In the future Just because they have a sexy 
woman on the cover? I think not. 

Such stereotyping Is just the glass on a dul 
gome anyway which has been proved In the 
past.

Eddie McKendrick points at the pitfalls.,. 


F lick through the pages of 
this, or any recent issue of 
Amiga Computing and you 
won't fall to notice dozens of mail 
order companies tempting you 
with their wares. 

Buying by post has come a long 
way since the early days. Many 
mall order firms now give the high 
street a convincing run for your 
money. 

Mail order first gathered steam 
when small electronics companies 
began developing and producing 
spectafot peripherals. For one rea- 
son or another, they couldn't gel 
their boxes into shops, so had to 
start selling them directly, by post. 

A multi-million pound Industry 
has developed from these early 
ventures, and now rt is possible to 
purchase almost anything up to an 
Amiga 3000 by post. 

For small] peripherals, mail order 
wins hands down against over-the- 
counter shopping. If you just want 
to- pick up an Amigo 500 down at 
the shops you won’t have any 
trouble whatsoever. 

The average high-street l kom- 
pooter’ sales operative knows 
what the difference between the 
Amiga. Ihe ST and the cash register 
ts - the $T is grey. 

Beyond buying Commodore's 
girt wrapped bargain bundles, you 
could have a problem. Remember 
the assistant is not there to know 
about computers, only to seil them 
If he doesn't get training . you can't 
btame him for not knowing. 

Specialist dealers fair belter In 
this respect, they know their stuff, 
but generally don't carry the range 
of stock that mail order con 

It's on the cards 

l will bet you all the bugs In 
AmigoBaslc that you won't be 
able to pick up a Teletext adaptor 
card tor the Amiga 500 down your 
local high street, ifoor. at the ether 
end of the price scale, will you be 
able to find an accelerator card 
for the Amiga resting between the 
mice and Joysticks 

Any good local deater will offer 
to order either Of the above for 
you. Bear In mind though that you 
can do that yourself and cut out 
the delay, ond perhaps same of 
the expense. 

It's not just the go-foster boll-on 
bits you can get through the letter- 
box. Any commercially published 


stock it all, and be sure of shifting 
enough of it to make □ profit Mail 
order firms avoid this worry by sell- 
ing from one outlet. 

Apart from the diversity of goods 
available-, there are two other rea- 
sons tor considering the mall order 
route - price and support, Yau 
can’t fall to hove noticed that 
most software is significantly 
cheaper when ordered by post- 

it you're looking for a catch, 
there isn’t really one to speak of. it 
an comes bock to this ft«gh 
turnover thing ogoin. Mail order 
companies order the latest hits m 
toe-curftng quantities and the soft- 
ware houses are only too hoppy to 
pass on a discount for such good 
Custom. 

Also remember that moll order 
operations don't have lo pay 
salesmen or heat ond light posh 
showrooms. Their only expense 
really is advertising, which com- 


other frond a shop is sold out of 
what you want, it could take a 
while to g&i more supplies. It is also 
fair to say that most shops that 
don't stock what you are interest- 
ed In won’t be- Interested In order- 
ing it for you. 

There is also the choice factor to 
consider with mail order, it is possi- 
ble to scan advertisements without 
having to traipse into town, unless 
of course you haven’t bought this 
magazine and are reading It In the 
newsagents. 

IT that ts Ihe cose, perhaps you 
should consider a subscription. Yau 
see. even Amiga Computing is 
available mall order.. 

It is far easier to make your mind 
up. deciding what you want, and 
more Importantly, how much you 
can afford, without a salesman 
hovering over you 

The only teeny drawback with 
distance shopping is you can't 


usually see a demonstration of the 
goods you are Interested in. 

For software that's not really a 
problem. Goad gomes will proba- 
bly have been reviewed. 

If on the other hand your interest 
lies in expensive applications soft- 
ware, a demo disk might be avail- 
able, Falling that, call the software 
house and a&k for information, 

Useful reviews 

If it’s hardware you want to blow 
your wad on, again, check tor 
reviews If you can't find any, has- 
sle the relevant company for 
details. Remember ,is your money 
and you should be 1QQ per cent 
happy before parting with it. 

Support tends to vary from com- 
pany to company. When you are 
deciding who to buy from, espe- 
cially tn the case of hardware, ask 
some difficult questions over the 
phone and see if the answers are 
polite, and make sense. 

There ore numerous good mail 
order companies, staffed by peo- 
ple who know what they are talk- 
ing about . There are of course, the 
other type, Just as you get bad 
shops, you get bad m ait order out- 
fits. As long os you are careful 
things should be fine. 

Before parting with your money 
make a lew common sense 
checks Does the company's 
advert look tidy? Have you seen 
their name before? Do they 
accept credit cards? 

The tidy ad means they are pro- 
fessional. Recognising their name 
means they are established ana 
the credit card acceptance shows 
that major banks have checked 
them out financially, Easy really 
Having said mat, some smaller 
companies may not accept cards. 
This is not because they are fly-by- 
night or disreputable, but because 
they don’t sell enough stuff to 
make having credit clearing facili- 
ties viable, 

This is especially true on the soft- 
ware side, where the charges 
made by credit cards would seri- 
ously dent the very narrow moll 
order profit margin 

Next time you are looking ai 
buying something for your Amiga, 
flick through the adverts before 
you dash off to the shops. You 
could save yourself o little cash - 
and quite possibly □ lot of shoe 
leather
